United P res, International 
What kind of funeral do you 
want? 
That m ay strike you as a ma­ 
cabre question. But to the Rev. 
Ernest D . Vanderburgh, an Epis­ 
copal 
recto r 
of 
Provincetown, 
Mass., it’s a question that Chris­ 
tians should be prepared to an­ 
swer calm ly and matter-of-factly. 
In the current issue of the Epis 
copalian m agazine, the Rev. Mr. 
V anderburgh offers a letter that 
a C hristian might leave for his 
survivors, to head off some of the 
"painful 
practices 
and 
spiritual 
outrages” 
which 
have 
become 
conventional in m odern funerals 
A ddressed 
to 
“ m y 
dear 
har­ 
assed, 
beloved 
survivors,' 
gives 
instructions 
for a simple, 
Christian burial. 
"The first thing to do,” it says, 
"is to call the clergym an, not the 
funeral director. N ever mind if it 
is the m iddle of the night: never 
mind if 
you 
haven't 
been 
to 
church lately: 
never mind what 
the circum stances 
are. Call the 
clergym an. 
He will 
be the one 
most com petent to make the ar­ 
rangem ents 
(an d ) 
make 
things 
easier for you. Show him this let­ 
ter and have him take over. 
Funeral In Church 
“ I w ant my funeral to be in 
a church. I mean a real church, 
not a ‘funeral chapel’ or ’funeral 
church.’ 
I belong to the churrh 
so my funeral ought to be in the 
church. 
Also, 
I 
think you will 
find it m ore helpful and satisfac­ 
tory th at way, although you may 
find this hard to see beforehand. 
“ For the service, ask the min- 
isfer to w f sim ply the book of 
Common Prayer. No sermon, no 
eulogy, 
no 
'special' 
poetry, 
no 
’special’ 
prayers. 
They 
would 
only 
lengthen 
the 
funeral 
and 
make it a burden. A eulogy would 
mean telling white lies at a time 
that particularly calls for abso­ 
lute truth. 
"No 
flowers 
in 
the 
church, 
please, except on the altar. There 
they proclaim resurrection. Else­ 
where in the church, at a funer 
al, they would seem to me to in­ 
dicate either that you or I had 
been entered in som e sort of pop­ 
ularity contest. . .let 
people give 
a little donation to their church 
or 
favorite 
charity 
instead, 
if 
they m ust 
spend 
their mpney." 
“ Instead of flowers on the cas­ 
ket, you can use the old Chris­ 
tian tradition of covering it with 
a pall — a fine large cloth made 
for 
the purpose, used 
as 
the 
American flag is used at m ilitary 
funerals. 
The pall gives no op­ 
portunity 
for m an-m ade 
distinc­ 
tions betw een rich and poor. 
Use Cheap Casket 
“I w ant the undertaker to use 
the sim plest, cheapest casket he 
can find. I know that means it 
will probably be in bad taste. I 
still 
say cheapest. If it 
is cov­ 
ered w ith a pall, 
its looks will 
make no practical difference any­ 
way. 
But more im portant, what 
honor or value is there in spend­ 
ing huge sum s of money to glor­ 
ify and protect unnaturally, arti­ 
ficially, the now useless machine 
that 
was provided for my 
tem­ 
porary use here on this planet? 
. .1 do not w ant my body to 
be on display at an y time after 
I no 
longer need it. I believe 
most people will be grateful in 
their h e arts if they are not per­ 
mitted to ‘pay th eir respects to 
the rem ains.' But there is a more 
serious 
principle 
involved 
here. 
Too m any funerals show a direct 
and 
obvious 
contradiction 
be­ 
tween w hat the clergym an says 
and w hat the congregation does. 
The 
m inister's 
w ords 
indicate 
that w hat counts is the soul and 
only the soul, because it is still 
alive, and that the now dead body 
is no longer of any importance. 
But if the casket is left open and 
people p ay respects to the body 
this indicates that. . .what counts 
is still 
the body 
and only the 
body. 
". ..I w ant not 
costly 
stones 
around m y grave — if possible, 
no stones at all. And I don't want 
you to revisit m y grave. I have 
no intention of ev er being any­ 
where n e ar it a fter my funeral, 
so I do not see w hy you should 
be.. .1 expect to hav e more inter­ 
esting things to do than worry 
over m y ashes or dust, and I ex­ 
pect you to, also.”
